Fear for Safety

A year ago tomorrow night 79 men, women, boys and girls looked into the new 
year with hope in their hearts. 

Nineteen thirty-six brought them death in Orange county traffic. 

The joy has gone out of motoring for their families. For it was automobiles, speed, 
darkness, highways, liquor, that make those 79 now mingle with the earth. 

Horribly mangled corpses. Their blood darkening the pavement. Nurses turning 
away as these crushed human beings screamed in their last agony. 

They will never come back. The list of traffic victims grows larger every year. 
Last year, 60. This year, 79. Next year— 

Arms, legs, even head slashed off. Chests crushed. Funeral services held over closed 
coffins. Families left destitute.

Der Fuehrer Calls in Army 
Chiefs to Talk Over 
Situation 


BERLIN. W) - Virtually 


every 

high ranking German army offi¬ 
cer descended on Berlin today in 
an atmosphere .surch.arged with 
reports that Premier Benito Mu.s- 
solini had advi.sed Reichsfuchrer 
Adolf Hitler to stop helping Span¬ 
ish Fa.scists. 

With a decision on Germany’s 
next move in Spain believed near 
at hand, numerous members of 
the army command who neyer 
haye been enthusiastic about Ger- 
man-Italian recognition of Gen¬ 
eral Francisco Franco, the Span- 
i.sh insurgent dictator-designate, or 
about helping Franco’s armies 
with German volunteers, reacted 
to the Mus.solini reports with ”I 
told you .so” bitterness. 

Doubt Reliability 

Some sections of military opin¬ 
ion which from the .start doubted 
that II Duce was reliable as an 
ally were doubly doubtful today. 

While there was no immediate 
confirmation of reports of gen¬ 
eral army-political conferences to¬ 
day with der fuehrer, informed 
.sources predicted a definite stand 
on the question of volunteer sail¬ 
ings to Spain, now under Franco- 
Rriti.sh pres.sure, would not be long 
delayed. 

Sources close to Rome as.serted 
II Duce, always an advocate of 
quick and decisive action, hail de¬ 
cided to wash his hands of Gen¬ 
eral Franco and had suggested 
that der fuehrer gracefully follow 
.suit. 

Situation Changes 

Acoording to this theory, Mus¬ 
.solini, when he joined Germany 
in recognition of the Fa.sci.st ’’gov¬ 
ernment” in Spain, was ready to 
aid General 8’ranco within cer¬ 
tain limits on the a.s.sumption 
.Spain would thus be soon restored 
to order and any Bol.shevist "men¬ 
ace” would be quickly counteract¬ 
ed. 

Now, however, that the Spanish 
conflict between Fascists and So¬ 
cialists has reached the propor 
tion of a "little world war” 
through foreign enlistments, vol¬ 
unteer or otherwi.se, II Duce was 
.said to view Soviet alliance with 
the Spani.sh government as a prob¬ 
lem just as embarnussing to Eng¬ 
land anil France as it was to Italy j 
and Germany.

’The strike of Fisher Body com¬ 
pany employes spread today to the 
company’s plant No. 2 at Flint, 
Mich., aggravating further the 
labor difficulties which have beset 
the automobile industry. Strikes 
previously were called at Fisher 
plants in Cleveland and Kansas 
City. 

The Fisher company is a sub¬ 
sidiary of the General Motors 
corporation. ’The closed Flint 
plant supplies bodies for Chevro¬ 
let cars. 

Operation .Suspended 

Operation of the Chevrolet Mo¬ 
tor company assembly line at Flint 
was suspended at 1 j). m. today 
because the Fisher Body strike 
had shut off the supply of auto¬ 
mobile bodies. 

General Motors corporation of¬ 
ficials at Detroit said today "tem¬ 
porary orders” have been issued to 
halt shipments from various com¬ 
panies supplying its divisions with 
parts. 

’The action came, they said, be¬ 
cause of a threatened glass short¬ 
age and threats of strikes in “key” 
General Motors plants. 

Workers returned to their jobs 
at the Kelsey TVheel company 
plant in Windsor, Ont., ending one 
automotive labor dispute. 

Ship Strike Deadlocked 

Negotiations to end the 62-day 
Pacific coast maritime strike were 
virtually at a standstill today wdth 
some sources expressing belief 
congressional action would be 
necessary to settle the dispute. 
’The future of the conferences be¬ 
tween shipowners and all but one 
of the seven striking unions re¬ 
mained unsettled. 

’The Dollar line fleet of 14 ships 
will be completely paralyzed when 
the President Harrison of the Dol¬ 
lar line docks today from a world 
cruise, and is tied up because of 
the maritime strike. Company 
officials said it would be the first 
time in 13 years that none of its 
ships was in service In the Far 
East or on a world cruise. 


BURBANK. (A') The cra.sh of 
an airliner Sunday night, with 
loss of 12 lives, remained a tragic 
enigma today in the face of in¬ 
vestigations by the federal bu¬ 
reau of air commerce and United 
Air Lines. 

Major R. W. Schroeder, chief 
of the air line inspection service, 
was ordered here from Washing¬ 
ton to direct the federal inquiry 
into the major plane disaster— 
fourth in the West within a 
month. 

I.ook for Diamonds 

County autopsy surgeons, mean¬ 
while, were making a special ex¬ 
amination of A. L. Markwell’s 
body to determine whether it bore 
marks indicating the Los Ange¬ 
les diamond broker, a crash vic¬ 
tim, had a money belt strapped 
about him. 

Coroner Frank Nance said 
Markwell had commonly carried 
from $30,000 to $40,000 in gems 
and cash in the belt, but it was 
not known for certain that he 
was wearing it on his trip from 
San Francisco Sunday. No trace 
of such a belt was found in the 
wreckage strewn for 1000 yards 
on the rugged slopes of Oak 
mountain. 

Inquest Next Week 

An inquest will be held early 
next week, the coroner announced, 
to determine how the nine passen¬ 
gers and crew of three met death. 

Investigators believed the secret 
of the wreck lay in the events oc¬ 
curring between the time Pilot 
Blom signed off at 7:36 p. m., a 
minute before his scheduled land¬ 
ing, and the 8:04 shown on the 
watches of two passengers. Al¬ 
though Southern California was 
experiencing a winter storm, the 
weather allowed unrestricted vis¬ 
ibility for 3000 feet and there 
were scattered clouds, inspectors 
said.

The Afghan oil fields run for 500 
miles across north Afghanistan 
from the Indian to the east Per¬ 
sian frontier and extend far south 
along the Iranian boundary.

Thompson Representing 
County in Newcomb j 
Injunction Suit 

Seeking io wind up litigation in 
connection with the Newport Har¬ 
bor improvements and recover 
$25,000 cash bond posted in Los 
Angeles federal court a year ago, 
the board of supervi.sors yesterday 
appointed City Attorney Roland 
Thompson of Newport Beach to 
represent the county at an injunc¬ 
tion suit Monday. 

The hearing will determine what 
damage, if any, Mrs. Sarah New¬ 
comb suffered when the United 
States engineers dredged her 19 
acres of under-water property in 
the bay during the cour.se of $1,- 
500,000 improvements. 

Mrs. Newcomb brought suit 
against Newport Beach and was 
granted a decree of* title to the 
land, provided she pay approxi¬ 
mately $.5000 in back taxes and 
grant a perpetual easement over 
the land for navigation. 

Meanwhile, the United States 
government started injunction pro¬ 
ceedings to prevent Mrs. Newcomb 
from interfering with dredging. 
Engineers were granted immediate 
possession, tiut hearing of the 
merits of the case was deferred 
to Jan. 4. 

Supervisors selected Thompson 
because he was active in the early 
phases of the litigation. Super¬ 
visors believe Mrs. Newcomb will 
be adjudged to have suffered only 
nominal damage, and that moat of 
the $2.5,000 bond will be refunded.

ADDING ’’.MAGIC” WITH SOUK 
CREAM 

There is a certain magic in the 
words, sour cream, when used to 
describe a cake, a biscuit or a 
cookie. Our grandmothers knew 
the secret of utilizing every bit of 
left-over cream (which had 
soured) in their most cherished 
recipes. 

Whereas grandmother used sale- 
ratus and cream of tartar in her 
recipes, the modem cook uses bak¬ 
ing powder and a little extra bak¬ 
ing .soda to neutralize the acidity 
of the sour milk or cream. In 
recipes calling only for baking 
soda, the u.se of % teaspoonful to 
each cup of sour milk is sufficient 
for neutralizing and leavening 
purposes. When using a combina¬ 
tion of .soda and baking powder, 
Vi teaspoonful of baking soda will 
be enough to neutralize the acid, 
and then one teaspoonful of bak¬ 
ing powder for each cupful of flour 
called for in the recipe will give 
the proper leavening action, 

SOUR UREA.M AI’PUK TARTS 
Pastry 

1 cup flour ,1 to t triltlcHpoons 

14 teaspoon salt ice water 

Vt cup shortening 

Sift flour, measure, sift again 
with salt. Hold out two table¬ 
spoons shortening, and cut in re¬ 
maining shortening, coarsely, with 
a pastry blender or two knives. 
Add just enough ice water to mix¬ 
ture to b.arely hold together. Turn 
out on floured board and roll out 
in an oblong, .Spread with half 
the remaining .shortening and fold 
over, then fold in thirds and roll 
out again, and repeat, using the 
rest of the shortening.

and Aroostook county, Maine, the 
great potato center, secoml. Al- i 
though all returns are not yet re- j 
pi rteil for all crops in the county i 
for the 1956 sea.son, our guess is i 
that the grand total will approach ' 
the $.'i5,000,000 mark. 

Most of this will be distributed ^ 
by the grower in the form of pay- i 
mi nts for labor, and materials I 
n.sed In the pri luction and proc- j 
e.ssing of the many crops pro- , 
duccd.

to price trends. Even in the years 
of lowest prices, producers of good 
yieds per acre or per unit have 
shewn a reasonable return. While j 
total production of any commodity ! 
effects the price of that com- 
mcdlty, the real factor that effects 
the grower's return Is the yield 
per acre or per unit. Growing 
competition and surpluses from 
marginal lands or enterprises are 
making proiluetlon efficiency more I 
essential each year.

Farmers cooperating with the 
Soil Conservation service seeded 
more acres to cover crops this fall 
than ever before, according to 
Farm Advisor Harold E. Wahl- 
berg 

"Cover crops are more than 
rugs for rain-wom soils,” said 
Wahlberg. "Wherever cover crops 
can be seeded on clean cultivated 
land they reduce run-off and check 
soil erosion. But cover crops do 
even more—they tend to increase 
the yields of regular farm crops. 
Agronomists in the bureau of plant 
industry found that winter cover 
crops, such as field peas, vetch, 
crimson clover and rye, planted 
on cottonland, increased cotton 
yields about one-third and com 
yields about three-fourths. 

"Credit this to cover crops also: 
They help to keep soluble nitrogen 
and other plant food in the soil 
from leaching out and going to 
waste. They protect new terraces 
and terrace outlet channels during 
the fall and winter when the soil 
between teraces ordinarily would 
be bare. 

"In addition to supplying fall, 
winter and early spri^ protec¬ 
tion from erosion, cover crops 
plowed under add humus to the 
soil. Increasing its fertility and 
capacity to hold moisture.”

When the Pope pas.scs, he prob¬ 
ably will be known to history for 
his rc-cstablishment of friendly 
relations between the Vatican and 
the Italian government. For 60 
years until Feb. 11, 1929 —they 
had been at sword’s points. But 
on that day Pope Pius and Musso¬ 
lini signed the concordat re-estab¬ 
lishing the temporal power of the 
Pope over the Vatican. 

Purely from a political view¬ 
point this was one of the wisest 
moves Mussolini ever made. For 
It lined up behind him the power 
of the entire Catholic church. And 
during the Ethiopian war the 
church went down the line for 
Mussolini 100 per cent. Had they 
desired, the priests could have 
checked the patriotic surge of the 
Italian people. Instead they raised 
tremendous amounts of money.
